The fine sat of burglar's tools arranged
on the table under the window belong-
ed o n poted swell mabeman Who Wik
ciught red-handed by myself and an-
other officer, The revolver hbanging
aginingt the clock over the fire plaee,
and looklng harmless enongh In its
presenl pogition, is the very weapon
with ‘which & famous oriminal shot and
killed ‘an unfortunite constable who
was endeavoring to appreliond him,
The knife thot hangs near it—, But
this Is not o catalogue of our collection,
and I must procesd with my story.

I have said that each of the variots
objeots obseryved In our museum has
some history sttached to it. Some of
these historles are common-plice and
ordinary; but others are more Interes ?t-
lng than many o gtartling plece of fie-

tlon. They serve to show the wonder-
ful resoturee and Ingenulty of the hab-
frun) erlminal, nnd none more so than
that which attaches to the little brown
book which stands on the chimney
place Between two palrs of dilapidnted
handeuffs. No one who notices it in
a casual way would see anything re-
markable about it, It is to all cutward
appearances, an ordinary copy of the
“Pigrim’s Progress,” small enough in
gige to be carrled abput In the pocket,
and apparently possessing no \'alue in
any way. Nevertheless, the possesslon
of that pocket aditlon of Bunyan's Im-
mortal work was once worth & large
amount of money; and the lucky
chanoe which threw it into my hands
nol only brought me a handsome pe-
cunlary rewdrd but secured me my
promotion to the rank of Inspector.

Ten years ago the town of Woolford
wag thrown into commotion one fine
mormning by news of & sikillfully planned
burglary. It was the éarly part aof No-
vember and the newly elected mayor of
Woolford had celebrated his acoesslon
to clvle power by giving o grind ball
at his private resldence, just outside
the town. He was an exceedingly weal-
thy man, and his wife was the fortunate
possessor of a very fine set of dia-
monds. 1t was popularly underatood
thiat these were worth £10,000 and popu-
jar opinion In this respect was not far
wrong, On the morning after the ball,
haowever, the mayoress dlscovered that
her dlamonds were missing.

We fol-
lowed the old methods, suspected the
servants, examined thelr rooms and
bhxes, watched thelr mdvements, and
finally confessed that they must all be
completely exonerated, We Invented
plausible theorles, and could put none
of them Into prictice. In the and we
concluded, that the dinmonds had been
gtolen hy an éxperienced burglar, who
must have been very well acgualinted
with the houss, and who had succeeded
in doing his work in the most acoom-
plished fashlon. After that there wak
no more to be done. The mayor offered
a very handsome reward for the re-
covery of the missing jJewels, and many
a man's mouth watered as he read the
amount promised. But as there was
nit evén'a clue to the thief, the pros-
pect of clalming the reward seemed
very far away to every pollceman,

As soon as I heard of the burglary I
made n guess—mentally of course—nt

perhaps
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the burglar's name, It was Jimmy
Timble. I felt confident of It, I knew
of no local criminal accomplished

pnough to earry out such a daring theft
exoept Jimmy, And Jimmy had just
come home from Portland, where he
had spent nearly six years In penal
servitude. That was not his first per-
find of Inearceration, nor his second.
